CHUNGKING, May 21—tfP)—Chi- 


nese troops in a sudden offensive 
in Kwnngsi province have recap- 
tured Hochih, Important Japanese 
bastion on thp Kwangsl-Kwelch- 
o\v railroad, 95 miles west of the 
rail junction city of Lluchow. the 
Chinese high command announced 
today. 


On the east China coast, Chinese 


troops hammering eastward from 
the captured city of 
Foochow— 


possible American invasion port— 
have occupied Mamoi, eight miles 
distant, ard other Chinese reach- 
ed the vicinity of Llenkong, 
20 


miles northeast of Foochow, the 
high command said. The coastal 
successes were scored in yester 
day's fighting. 


Hochih was one of the Japanese 


strong points screening the enemy 
corridor to Indo-China. Repeated 
Chinese attacks had failed to dis 
lodge the strongly entrenched Jap- 
anese then; during

campaign. 


Chinese forces on the east coasi 
also seized another port In

Foochow area, and rumors per- 
sisted that enemy troops were eva- 
cuating numerous China coast po 
sltlons which they feared wuold be 
turned into death traps In

speed completion of 12 aircraft car- 
riers because they were

"soon" to "insure success of future 
operations In the Pacific." Simul- 
taneously the Office of War Infor- 
mation called for 1,600 war dogs 
before August to be used against 
the Nipponese. 


Twenty million Japanese students 


were mobilized to "actively partici- 
pate in defense of their homeland'' 
under an Imperial order signed by 
Emperor Hlrohito as Tokyo radio 
reported an allied 
naval 
force 


steaming toward Japan. 


Mine* Reported Laid. 


Nipponese broadcasts reported 20 


superforts laid mines today In Kan- 
mon Strait, most common entrance 
to the Inland Sea for surviving Jap- 
anese shipping. Fifteen enemy ves- 
sels were sunk and 18 damaged by 
U. S. planes. Five of these, Includ- 
ing a loaded transport, were sunk 
by a solitary navy patrol plane In 
a 75 minute attack off Formosa in 
one of the most remarkable exploits 
of the sea air war. 


Small gains were reported In the

Col. H. G. Sheen, chief of coun-

'But we Icr.ow now that this was 


only u. story and never at any time 
did Skorzeny or any of his people 
plan to carry out such an opera- 
tion." 


Sheen said Skorzeny himself did 


not accompany his party when U 
dropped behind Allied lines 
to 


commit sabotage. He asserted that 
evidence had been gathered show- 
Ing conclusively that the story of 
the assassination 
attempt 
was 
planted among Germans for these 
reasons: 


1. To Increase their morale by 
making them believe their boss 
was going to lead them In a dat- 
ing exploit that would bring 
vic- 
tory. 


2. Tho Germans knew some of 


the saboteurs would be captured 
and questtloned and 
that 
they 


would talk. The enemy hoped in 
this way to confuse the Allies. 


When Skorzeny was captured, 
he was quoted by Stars and Stripes, 
the army newspaper, as saying he 
planned an attempt on Elsenhow- 
er's life.

This will re- 
sult in higher rates for the East 
and lower rates for the South and 
West.

ed to make these changes,'

sections contended In the six-year 
fight before the ICC, lower

Class Rates 
Class ratts are applied to 
tho 


shipment of articles of the same 
general character which are plac- 
ed In a caw or category and where 
the shipment is not large enough 
to demand a commodity rate. 


Commodity rates apply princi- 


pally to carload shipments of sin- 
gle or closely related commodities 
being moved at a specific price for 
a specified haul. Products custo- 
marily moved on commodity rates 
include such things as coal, lum- 
ber, 
grain and cotton. 


What the changes ordered 
by 
the commission will mean in dol- 
lars and cents probably will 
not 


be determined until the new rates 
are In operation.

with three main objectives: 
1. To chart the world organiza- 


tion In such a way as to minimize 
war-breeding friction among the 
]|g powers .and provide protections 
against aggression wherever it may 
occur In the future. 


2. To preserve the Inter-Amerl- 
;an defense system as a means to 
Western Hemisphere security and 
unity against attack from within 
or without. United States officials 
say the regional defense plan now 
agreed on provides for this. 


3. To prepare the way for develop- 


ment of American land, sea and air 
mses in Pacific Islands wrested 
from Japan. The problem 
here 
arises In connection with interna- 
tional trusteeships. 
The United 


States has put forward a 
plan 


which would allow the 
security 


council to .approve—but not prevent 
—the development of such bases. 


Russia proposed to 
alter this 


plan such a way that the coun- 
cil itself would designate the basefl 
;o be developed. Under the veto 
voting formula this would mean 
that any one of the big powers 
could block abase project. 
Tho 


point has been a subject of contro- 
versy for more than a week. 


Now, however, It Is expected that 
Russia may not Insist on Its pro- 
posal and that the United States 
idea will prevail. On another trus- 
leeship dispute—whether to prom- 
ise colonial peoples "Independence" 
or "self-government," possible com- 
promise waj seen. 


The United States is

mount picture starring: Dorothy 
Lamour and Arturo de Cordova 
with J. Carrol Naish.

HOLLYWOOD—This is a rela- 


tively short, and generally 


pleasant picture with a back- 
ground of the paisano life in Cali- 
fornia which has been depicted in 
the works of John Steinbeck. It 
is based on a story by Steinbeck 
and Jack Wagner, and while it 
lacks the authentic charm of 
"Tortilla Flat," it is an engaging 
and often amusing movie. 


The story revolves around Ben- 


ry Martin, who is never seen in 
the picture. A ne'er-do-well who 
is run out of town, he brings the 
place fame by winning the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor post- 
humously. The picture shows how 
the event changes the lives of 
Benny's father (J. Carrol Naish), 
his girl (Dorothy Lamour) and

DUESSELDORF, Germany, May 


21-—W)—An American officer who 
hunted through the bombed wastes 
of German cities for his long lost 
daughter told a stranger than fic- 
tion story today of the "Cinderella 
of Leipzig." 


Short, stocky, baldlsh Maj. Arnold 


Wilson Samuels of East Broad St. 
Columbus. Ohio, who served nearly 
a decade as a reading clerk for the 
Ohio house of representatives and 
who looks as prosaic as your next 
door neighbor, came overseas to 
fight Germany for a second time, 
and this time to save his only child. 


"In February when my division, 


the 94th, was storming Trier, I 
asked permission of my comman- 
der, Maj. Gen. Harry J. Maloney of 
Dundee, N. Y., to go in with the 
first wave of combat 
Infantry," 


said the 44-year-old Samuels. 


Request Granted. 


"I was assistant G4 for the divis- 


ion and my job was concerned with 
supply and transport—not combat 
—but Gen. Maloney knew that I 
had not seen my daughter, Elaine 
Marilyn, since 1928, when she was 
three years old, and my first wife 
had taken her back to her maternal 
grandparents In Trier. He granted 
my request." 


The 94th, dubbed 
"Roosevelt's 


Butchers' 'by the enemy radio's 
female commentator, "Axis Sally" 
made quick work of Trier. 


Searched Trier. 


"I searched Trier, which had been 


pretty badly hit," Samuels said, 
"and my emotions were an unpleas- 
ant mixture of fear and hope for 
what I might find. 
But the sus- 


pense didn't end. 
Some of the 


townspeople said they thought the 
grandparents had moved to Leip- 
zig with my daughter several ^-ears 
before. I simply had to wait whlue 
the battle of Germany dragged on." 


As the 94th neared the end of 


Its Ruhr task Leipzig fell. Gener- 
al Maloney issued a 
seven-day 


leave—"illegal as hell but very 
kind," according to Major Sam- 
uels—for the latter to visit the big 
city in Sftxony. 


"I was very shaky as we drove 


to Leipzig" Samuels said. 
"I did 


not know whether I 
might 
find 


Elaine Marilyn dead or horribly 
maimed. I had heard a lot about 
nazl practices for German girls. 
The prospect was terrifying. 
I 


prayed a lot on the way to Leip- 
zig." 


Search For Address. 


Within the ruins of Leipzig, Ma- 


jor Samuels found an American 
military government office and re- 
ported. He waited there while Lt. 
Anton Vldltz-Ward, who accompan- 
ied Samuels, went alone to find If 
anything remained of an address on 
Stelnstrassc, last known residence 
of the girl's grandparents. 


"Then Anton came back," Sam- 


uels said. "He had been gone only 
45 minutes. 
With him was the 


sweetest young girl I had ever seen 
In my life. 
She took one look at 


me and was in my arms. I guess 
I was stunned with happiness." 


Lt. Vldltz-Ward explained that 


the Schroeder house was the only 
one still standing in the neighbor- 
hood. The grandparents and their 
grandchildren had escaped Injury 
in seven heavy air raids. 


On the door of the house was a 


name 
plate—"Elaine 
Samuels- 


American." 


"Well," said Samuels, "the next 


thing was to have Elaine Marilyn 
examined by 
our 
counter-intelli- 


gence. I wanted that as much as 
anyone, for her sake. The report 
showed that her grandparents had 
carefully guarded her from con- 
tact^ with the nazl system. They 
had always Insisted that the nazls 
recognize that she was an Amerl 
can girl. 


Visited Grandparents. 


Samuels Raid that 
he 
visited 


briefly with the grandparents and 
thanked them for the care of his 
daughter. 
He told them of hia 


first wife, from whom he has long 
been divorced and who resides in 
a penthouse in New York. They 
explained they hadn't seen Gerda 
since a visit In 1935 when her anti- 
nazi remarks made It difficult to 
obtain another German visa. 


The interview with Samuels was 


Interrupted by the appearance of a 
lissome, dark-haired, 
brown-eyed 


girl of 19 In a flowered silk dress. 


"My daughter," 
Samuels 
said 


proudly. "It was a sort of Cinder- 
ella story finding her among tho 
ashes of Leipzig, but now It's as if 
everybody In the 94th division con 
sidered himself to be her father. 
We have a family suite in the di- 
visional hotel. 
At our mess she 


was served the first eggs and or- 
anges she had eaten In four years 
and the first chocolate candy she'd 
had in six years." 


"Sometimes," 
Samuels said, 
"'. 


think it's all a dream and some 
one will stick a pin In me and I'l 
have to wake up. 
I only fount 


Elaine Marilyn on April 25, but 
I'm going to have a tough time ac- 
customing myself to the military 
in the army again whon she goea 
home to tho states, and I go put- 
tering off to the C-B-I or some- 
where else."

WEIMAR, GERMANY, May 19. 


—(/T>>—A locomotive plus coal ten- 
der and one third-class passenger 
car chugged out of the Weimar 
railway station bound for the un- 
iversity city of Jena, 15 mili-s 
away, and created a sensation. 


There were two reasons for this 


—it was the first train since Ger- 
many B unconditional surrender to 
negotiate this trip, and two Am- 
erican Journalists wore In 
com- 
mand . 


Emlyn Williams of tho Chrlb- 


.mn Science Monitor and I. on ar- 
riving in Weimar, were Intrigued 
to find a rogular railway admin- 
istration installed under tho com- 
mand of Capt. Walter F. Dunn, 
Jr., Bronx, N. Y., a former New 
York Central man. 


Just as wo entered Dunn's of- 


fice we heard him say over tho 
telephone: 
"Sure, we go every- 


where—Paris, Antwerp. Brussels, 
Cherbourg—anywhere 
you 
ordor 
us." 


We explained our Interest 
In 


this new development, and saia 
"How about a short trip for ua 
to Jena? 
When does the next 
train leavo in that direction?" 


"You 
guys speak German, don't 
you?" countered Dunn. 


We 
replied 
we 
did, and 
ha 
said: 


"There's been no train running 


in that 
direction, but I know 


there are scores of empty freight 
cars in tho Jrna arou which 
I 


need sorely. 
So If you'll 
take 


charge and act as interpreters and 
get an engineer and a fireman to 
pick up those cars, I'll placo an 
engine at your disposal." 


That was how we got to ride In 


the engineer's cab to Jena. 
Long 


belore tho train reached any par- 
ticular jerkwater station or even 
a road intersection, the Germans 
already had assembled to see

railway Iran pass by once again. 


Everywhere
